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PREFACE. 


Vital  statistics  for  the  District  indicate  a  slight  rise 
in  the  birth-rate  (19.1  as  compared  with  18,8  per  1,000  population 
in  1945)  and  a  tendency  to  a  fall  in  the  death-rate  (11.0  as  com¬ 
pared  with  11.2  in  1945).  The  birth-rate  is  the  same  as  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  vrtiole  (19.1),  while  the  death-rate  is  ,5 
per  1,000  population  lower.  The. figure  for  infantile  mortality 
shows  a  reduction  in  rate,  being  26.8  as  compared  with  34.9  in  1945 
and  28.6  in  1944.  There  was  a  total  of  27  infant  deaths  in  the 
District;  of  these  27  deaths,  21  (or  77/6)  occurred  during  the 
first  three  months  after  birth,  and  of  these  21  deaths,  30)6  were 
attributable  to  prematurity.  Maternal  mortality  was  nil. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  comparatively  light, 
although  its  occurrence  in  connection  with  residential  schools, 
milk  farms,  and  a  guest  house  led  to  considerable  disturbance  and 
necessitated  much  investigation. 

There  were  altogether  48  cases  of  SCARLET  FEVER  as  compared 
with  67  in  1945.  18  of  the  cases  wore  among  children  who,  living 

in  Bedfordshire,  made  fortnightly  stays  in  a  hutted  camp  school  at 
Little  Gaddesden. 

There  were  16  cases  of  DIPHTHERIA  as  compared  with  4  in  1945. 
Nine  of  these  cases  occurred  at  a  specialised  private  residential 
school  which  had  recently  opened  In  the  district.  A  largo  percent¬ 
age  of  the  pupils  had  not  received  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 
Much  assistance  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratory  at 
Watford  in  the  repeated  swabbing  of  Inmates  at  the  School.  All 
nine  cases  were  sent  to  an  isolation  hospital  and  positive  contacts 
were  kept  in  another  empty  isolation  hospital  until  clear  of 
infection.  No  carriers  were  sent  home  until  clear  of  infection. 

Of  the  other  7  cases,  1  occurred  In  Tring  Urban  District  in  an 
adult,  and  3  In  Hcmol  Hempstead  Rural  District  -  two  being  adults 
and  one  a  child  attending  a  school  in  another  area;  the  other  3 
were  in  Hejnel  Hempstead  Borough  -  one  being  a  child  under  school 
age,  1  attending  an  elementary  school  inside  and  1  outside  the 
Borough.  The  record  of  no  cases  of  diphtheria  In  elementary 
schools  In  the  District  since  1941  is  thus  spoilt.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  Diphtheria  although  several  of  the  cases  were  very 
severe  and  protracted.  Carriers  occurring  in  connection  with  some 
of  the  cases  gave  rise  to  considerable  difficulty,  one  carrier 
becoming  clear  only  after  prolonged  treatment  in  hospital. 

There  were  106  notifications  of  MEASLES  as  compared  with 
1227  in  1945,  and  113  of  WHOOPING  COUGH  as  compared  with  60  in  1945. 

There  were  two  cases  of  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Of  some  interest  was  an  outbreak  of  Epidemic  Nausoa  in 
December  which  centred  around  Little  Gaddesden  elementary  school. 

A  large  percentage  of  children  in  the  school  were  affected  and  also 
some  relatives  of  the  children.  The  Illness  was  mild  but  of 

interest  because  of  possible  relationship  with  other  virus  diseases. 

During  the  year  there  cone  Into  the  District  from  abroad  51 
contacts  of  Smallpox  cases.  These  wore  kept  under  careful  personal 
supervision  during  the  prescribed  period,  8  persons  who  came  from 
abroo.d  whore  Typhus  Fever  had  occurred  also  came  into  the  District. 

Arrangement s  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  w oro 
unaltered.  It  is  estimated  roughly  that  about  64/o  of  children  in 
the  District  had  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Tho  nurnbor  of  persons  attending  the  District  Cleansing  Stat¬ 
ion  during  tho  year  was  153,  All  except  one  were  cases  or  contacts 
of  Scabies. 

Under  Uinis try  of  Health  Circular  2734/43,  Insulin  was 
provided  free  of  charge  to  12  cases  of  Diabetes  -  three  for  the 
first  time  in  1946. 

Tho  Rural  Housing  Survey  made  good  pro gross  in  tho  Hemel 
Hempstead  Rural  District.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  1,597  out  of 
2,279  houses  had  been  inspected  and  classified.  Staff  difficulties 
continued  to  hold  up  the  Survey  in  Berkhansted  Rural  District.  A 
start  was  only  made  towards  the  end  of  tho  year,  and  by  then,  only 
49  out  of  1,109  houses  had  been  inspected. 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  a  constant  source  of  disturbance 
to  the  public  health  worker  to  realise  the  extent  to  which  the 
practical  application  of  public  health  methods  lags  behind  public 
health  knowledge.  During  the  recent  war  it  was ,  of  course,  clear 
that  war  effort  must  take  entire  precedence.  Since  the  conclusion 
of  the  war,  it  is  evident  that  factors  such  as  labour  difficulties 
and  shortage  of  materials  are  restricting  public  health  progress. 

And  so  it  becomes  of  very  limited  value  to  recommend  pasteurisation 
of  milk  if  tho  plant  is  not  available,  healthy  housing  accommodation 
if  tho  housos  arc  not  built.  Caro  of  the  sick  -  infoctious  or 
otherwise  -  is  bound  to  deteriorate  from  lack  of  nurses,  and  schemes 
for  improved  sewage  and  water  supply  await  better  days.  Moreover, 
there  seems  to  be  a  recurring  temptation  to  replace  attompts  at 
progress  on  a  moderate  scale  by  a  dependence  on  tho  development  of 
largo  comprehensive  sc ho mo a  which  are  in  fact  no  more  than  shadows 
lying  across  the  ill-defined  paths  of  a  doubtful  future.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION: - 

The  year  1946  saw  D.D.T.  adopted  very  extensively  by  local 
authorities  for  dealing  with  vermin;  although  used  extensively 
in  H.M.  Forces,  where  war-time  conditions  provided  a  wide  field 
for  experiment,  it  had  not  been  available  in  quantity  for  civilian 
use.  To  the  uninitiated  it  may  appear  inferior  to  some  insect¬ 
icides  previously  used  for  it  lacks  their  Initial  "knock-down" 
effect;  its  importance  is  that  it  retains  its  toxic  properties 
over  a  period  of  several  months  and  is  thus  effective  against  a 
generation  unborn,  or  rather  unhatched,  at  the  time  of  application. 
For  instance,  in  the  case  of  bugs  living  behind  picture  rails  and 
architraves,  it  Is  possible  to  provide  a  "toxic  area"  by  spraying 
a  strip  of  wall  on  either  side  of  their  living  place,  over  which 
they  must  pass  in  order  to  reach  their  food. 

During  the  summer,  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  seriously 
troubled  by  a  heavy  fly  Infestation  with  which  the  hospital  staff 
were  unable  to  cope.  This  afforded  an  opportunity  to  test  D.D. T. 
against  this  pest,  and  exceedingly  good  results  were  obtained  by 
spraying  windows,  walls,  ledges,  etc,,  where  the  flies  normally 
come  to  rest. 

It  has  now  been  arranged  to  treat  all  new  Council  house 
bedrooms  with  D.D.T.  before  the  tenants  move  in,  whilst  their 
existing  accommodation  will  be  inspected  and  any  necessary  treat¬ 
ment  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  to  avoid  infestation  of  the  new 
houses  by  these  methods.  Close  co-operation  with  the  Housing 
Manager,  who  notifies  any  cases  detected  by  her  staff,  and  who  is 
anxious  to  assist  in  this  work  of  detection  and  eradication,  should 
result  In  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  throughout  the  Council 
estates .

DISINFECTION  OF  BEDDING  AND  ROOMS : - 


Forty-eight  loads  of  bedding  were  steam  treated  for  vermin 
or  after  infectious  disease,  and  thirty-one  houses  were  disinfected 
after  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease. 


MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION : - 

CONTROL. 

(  a)  Ungraded  Milk: 

The  value  of  the  Department's  own  laboratory  for  conducting 
resazurin  tests  (to  determine  keeping  quality)  was  emphasised 
during  the  year,  when  94  samples  of  milk  were  examined.  These 
samples  were  taken  from  local  farms  and  retail  dairies  which  are 
not  included  under  the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  ascertain  the  reasons  for  doubtful 
samples,  and  investigation  established  the  following  causes  in 
some  cases :- 

(1)  Milk  not  properly  cooled. 

(2)  Inclusion  of  milk  from  cows  which  had  recently 

calved  (i.e.  less  than  five  days). 

(3)  Faulty  mechanical  milking  apparatus  (e.g.  teat  cups 

becoming  detached  and  hanging  down  to  floor, 
thus  drawing  dust  and  dirt  into  the  milk  lino). 

(4)  Incorrect  technique  in  washing  and  sterilising 

bottles  and  equipment.

( b )  Washed  Milk  Bottles : 


The  value  of  bacteri ologically  testing  washed  r.iilk  bottles 
was  shown  in  the  report  for  last,  year,  and  careful  control  over 
this  phase  of  milk  distribution  was  maintained  in  1946.  In  the 
absence  of  steam  sterilization  at  a  number  of  the  smaller  dairies, 
the  use  of  hypochlorite  was  widely  adopted  and  some  excellent 
results  v/ere  obtained. 

The  standard  adopted  as  satisfactory  is  0  -  600  bacteria 
per  bottle;  of  the  twenty-four  satisfactory  bottles  shown  in  the 
table,  twelve  wore  reported  as  being  sterile,  whilst  the  one  fairly 
satisfactory  bottle  fell  only  slightly  below  the  standard.  It  Is 
interesting  to  note  that  immediately  after  one  of  the  uns atisf actor 
"water  only"  results,  the  sodium  hypochlorite  method  of  bottle 
washing  was  adopted,  a;ic  the  next  bottle  from  this  dairy  proved  on 
examination  to  be  sterile.  The  last  batch  of  bottles  submitted 
for  examination  were  all  satisfactory,  counts  varying  from  0  -  400 
bacteria  per  bottle.

DESIGNATED  MILK: - 
(  a)  Pasteurised  Milk; 

One  establishment  was  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk  by  the 
High-Temperature-Short- Time  Process,  but  during  the  year  the 
appropriate  equipment  was  installed  to  provide  a  change-over  to 
the  Holder  method. 

During  the  year  twenty- three  samples  of  this  milk  were 
submitted  for  examination,  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 
Of  those  samples,  the  plate  count  (since  discontinued)  was  applied 
to  three,  the  phosphatase  (adequate  pasteurisation)  test  to  twenty 
one,  and  the  methylene  blue  (keeping  quality)  tost  to  twenty-two. 

( b )  T.T.  and  Accredited  Milk i 

At  the  end  of  the  year  seven  farms  within  the  Borough  were 
producing  designated  milk,  the  same  number  as  in  1945;  however, 
two  of  those  farms  were  up-graded  from  Accredited  to  Tuberculin 
Tested  licences  during  the  year.  This  is  an  Important  step,  for 
whilst  an  Accredited  licence  requires  a  good  type  of  premises  and 
proscribes  a  standard  for  the  milk,  tuberculosis  may  bo  present  in 
the  herd,  and  disease  organisms  may  be  found  In  milk  which  the 
public  regards  as  safe.  The  Accredited  standard  is  not  unduly 
high,  and  in  my  opinion  all  dairy  farms  should  comply  with  this 
standard  as  a  minimum  measure,  with  Tuberculin  Tosted  herds  as  the 
ultimate  aim  for  all.  Those  licences  arc  issued  by  the  Herts

County  Council,  but  the  Borough  inspectors  co-operate  closely  with 
the  County  Authority  in  supervising  these  farms,  of  which  four  are 
licenced  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and  three 
for  Accredited  Milk.

ICE  CREAM : - 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  cream  attracted  widespread 
publicity  during  1946  following  on  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  at 
Aberystwyth,  when  the  source  of  infection  was  traced  to  ice  cream. 

Attention  had  already  been  focussed  on  tho  matter  here, 
samples  from  various  manufacturers  and  purveyors  having  already 
been  examined  -  sometimes  with  very  unsatisfactory  results. 
Bacterial  counts  of  between  10,000  and  500,000  per  m. 1.  with  the 
presence  of  B.  Coli  indicated  the  need  for  special  supervision. 
Co-operation  of  the  manufacturers  was  sought  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  record  that  great  improvements  in  purity  wero  attained.  Samples 
were  obtained  producing  bacterial  counts  as  low  as  200  and  800  with 
the  absence  of  5.  Coli. 

In  one  case  all  the  ingredients  used  by  one  manufacturer 
wero  sampled  and  examined  bactcriologically  -  all  wore  satisfactory 
except  golatinc,  which  contained  both  faecal  and  non-faecal  B.  Coli 

In  May,  representations  wero  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  the  Inadequacy  of  legislation  to  control  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream,  and  urging  that  a  bacteriological  standard  bo 
adopted.  The  Minister  replied  that  Draft  Regulations  wero  being 
prepared.  Those  wore  published  in  October.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  greater  part  of  the  Borough,  is  supplied  by  mains  water; 
a  small  area  at  Peldon  is  connected  to  the  Rickmonsworth  and  Uxbridge 
Valley  Company's  water  supply,  and  the  remainder  of  the  town  relies 
upon  tho  Council's  two  bore-holes  near  the  centre  of  the  town. 

These  two  bores,  326’  and  346'  in  depth  respectively,  are  in  chalk. 
Tho  mains  supplies  aro  of  good  quality  and  are  satisfactory  in 
quantity,  although  apparent  scarcity  is  experienced  in  some  local¬ 
ities  during  periods  of  peak  load  because  of  insufficient  pressure.

The  whole  of  the  water  for  Public  Supply  is  subjected  to 
chlorination,  the  desirability  for  which  is  emphasised  by  the  four 
unsatisfactory  samples  of  raw  water. 

Eleven  more  houses  were  connected  to  the  main  during  the 
year,  leaving  a  comparatively  small  number  rolying  upon  wells  for 
their  water  supply;  ten  of  these  wells  were  sampled,  seven  being 
bores  varying  from  80*  to  425’  in  depth,  and  the  remaining  threo 
were  shallow  wells.  The  water  from  one  shallow  well  was  found  on 
examination  to  be  unsatisfactory,  having  a  high  bacteriological 
content  and  B.  coli.  present  in  100  ml.  The  occupier  of  the  house 
concerned  was  advised  as  to  precautionary  methods.

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Green 
End  Lane  to  St.  Nicholas’  School.  The  School  itself  has  not  yet 
been  connected,  but  at  three  houses  in  the  lano  pail  closets  wore 
abolished,  water  closets  and  sinks  provided,  and  connections  nade 
to  the  sewer.  In  one  other  case  a  water  closet  was  substituted  for 
a  pail  closet. 

Extensive  repairs  to  the  public  sewer  and  branch  drains 
thereto  in  Cornerhall  Avenue  were  completed  during  the  year.  It 
was  necessary  to  relay  the  whole  length  of  sewer  and  a  largo  part 
of  the  drains. 

Arrangements  for  emptying  cesspools  and  pail  closets  were 
continued  as  in  previous  years.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Public  water  supplies  in  the  district  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  in  quality,  except  at  Great  Gaddesden.  An  alternative 
supply  afforded  the  year  before  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
condemned.  Persons  using  this  supply  now  draw  water  from  another 
source  about  100  yards  away.  Great  Gaddesden  is  supplied  by  three 
public  and  other  private  wells. 

There  is  a  piped  supply  at  Markyate  and  at  Elams  toad,  but 
in  both  parishes  a  number  of  properties  depend  on  private  wells 
and  boreholes.  In  several  cases  the  water  from  a  private  bore¬ 
hole  has  been  sampled  and  found  unfit  for  drinking  -  the  remedy 
of  carrying  a  piped  public  supply  to  these  properties  has  had  to 
bo  deferred,  apparently  owing  to  priorities  of  other  work  and  in 
consideration  of  a  comprehensive  rural  water  scheme  envisaged  for 
the  future.  The  Markyate  supply  is  chlorinated.  Bacterio¬ 

logical  examinations  of  the  raw  water  were  made  during  the  year

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  District  is  served  by  the  Great  Berkhamsted  Water 
Company.  The  supply  is  constant  and  sufficient  in  quality  and 
quantity  and  is  chlorinated.  No  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year  as  to  the  quality  or  quantity  of  the  water.  The 
water  is  derived  from  the  chalk  and  no  complaint  of  plumbo-solvency 
or  contamination  by  lead  has  occurred. 

The  Local  Authority  and  the  Water  Company  each  submit  samples 
of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  on  alternate  non the. 

The  results  of  all  samples  proved  the  water  to  be  highly  satisfact¬ 
ory. 


There  are  3,069  houses  within  the  District  supplied  with 
water  direct  from  the  main.  In  the  report  for  1945,  It  was  stated 
that  4  houses  wore  no  so  connected,  but  that  a  scheme  was  In  prep¬ 
aration  to  extend  the  main  service  to  these  properties.  That  work 
has  now  been  completed  and  the  houses  are  on  the  main  supply.

Constant  water  supplies  from  private  water  works  companies 
are  completely  available  in  the  parishes  of  Tring  Rural,  Puttenham, 
Wigginton  and  Aldbury  from  the  Bucks  Water  Board;  in  the  parish 
of  Little  Gaddesden  and  the  hamlet  of  St.  Margarets  from  the  Ash- 
ridge  Water  Company;  and  partially  for  the  parishes  of  Northchurch 
and  Potten  End  from  the  Great  Berkhams ted  Water  Company.  These 
supplies  have  been  sufficient  and  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

There  is  no  piped  supply  of  water  to  the  hamlets  of  Frithos- 
den  and  Nettloden,  or  to  a  row  of  about  21  houses  on  Northchurch 
Common.

34  houses  of  the  three-bedroom  type 

are  under 

construction  for  the  Council  on  the  same  Site  as  those  above. 

(b)  The  Council  are  hoping  shortly  to  commence  work  on  a  fur¬ 
ther  14  houses  of  the  same  type  on  another  site. 

(o)  Twenty-four  houses  are  at  present  under  construction  for  a 
private  Housing  Society  in  the  Town.  This  Scheme  was  sponsored 
by  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  houses  will  be  ready  in 
the  Autumn  of  1947. 

(d)  There  are  at  present  10  houses  under  construction  by  private 

enterprise . 


WATER  SUPPLIES . 


The  whole  District,  with  the  exception  of  the  hamlet  of 
Bulbourne  and  a  small  group  of  cottages  at  Littlo  Tring,  is  supplied 
by  the  Bucks  Water  Board. 

The  water  is  of  exc client  quality  and  no  general  restrictions 
in  the  supply  were  imposed  during  the  year. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  monthly  by 
the  County  Health  Laboratories  and  results  have  been  satisfactory. 

A  monthly  chemical  analysis  has  also  been  made  throughout  the  year. 

The  water  has  no  pi umbo- sol vent  action. 

A  chlorine  dosing  apparatus  is  in  use. 

Water  was  laid  on  to  two  houses  formerly  supplied  by  well 
water.  There  are  28  houses  supplied  by  stand-pipes.  In  the  case 
of  63  houses  the  taps  are  in  the  wash-house. 

The  Council  are  still  negotiating  with  the  Bucks  Water  Board 
for  the  extension  of  the  piped  supply  to  Bulbourne. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


No  sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
The  only  connection  to  the  Town  sewerage  system  (apart  from  Indiv 
idual  now  houses  erected  in  various  parts  of  the  town)  has  been 
that  in  regard  to  the  Council  Housing  Estate  at  Park  Road.
